Change is not progress.” 
Concluding his defense of his use of 
the veto, he said: 
“ A good executive 
m ust practice individual self-restraint, 
weigh w hat he is told and then do 
w hat he believes Is true. 
God Is on 
the side of popular governm ent, and 
it is m aking progress slow ly but sure­ 
ly.”

Adm iral Sutherland stated that the 
situation necessitated the placing of 
Am erican forces at Leon and other 
places between that city and Corinto 
now held by the rebels.

these small farms a fam ily

J and engages In the growing of fruits 
and garden vegetables for the supply 
of the larger eastern cities, says th* 
Baltim ore 
American. 
Many 
aban­ 
doned New England farms are thus 
being restored to productive usage 
Quite recently a 1,000-acre tract of 
land In Cecil county, located along 
th** Chesapeake and Delaware Canal, 
near Chesapeake City, has been pur­ 
chased for a Polish farm colony. This 
land is to b** cut up Into ten-acre al­ 
lotments, or Into about one hundred 
small 
farms, 
upon 
which 
as 
many 
fam ilies will locate. 
The colony, it 
will be observed, Is about midway be­ 
tween 
Baltim ore 
and 
Philadelphia, 
and is in easy communication with 
both cities by water route, as well as 
by rail. 
Maryland has inviting Induce­ 
ments for many such colonies. 
In 
southern 
Maryland larg** areas suit 
able for cutting into small farms may 
be obtained at com paratively low cost. 
This land, It* most Instances, Is splen 
didly adapted to the growing of fruits 
and vegetables. 
The soil Is of far bet­ 
ter average quality than the sandy 
soil of New Jersey. 
Ppon ten acres 
of land farmed intensively not only a 
living can he made, but ultim ate af- 
fluenee may be attained.

On an April day in 1*61, wfhlle the 
guns of Moultrie and Castle Pinckney 
were thundering against the walls ot 
Fort Sumter, there lay at anchor out­ 
side the harbor at Charleston, S. C., a 
coasting schooner. 
From its low-lying 
d e c k its officers and crew of half a 
dozen sailors watched the 
artillery 
du«'l that proved to be the opening 
scene in the C ivil W ar, 
Th** schooner was the Pennsylvania, 
chartered by 
Boston 
shippers, 
and 
freighted with ice for Charleston, One 
of the crew that was thus privileged 
to be eyewitnesses of the first overt 
act of rebellion against the United 
States government, 
was 
John Allen 
Bunker, then aged 23, of Kdgartown, 
Mass. 
“ I was 23 years of age at the time 
serving before the mast in the coast­ 
ing trade. 
Our 
craft, 
which was 
schooner-rigged, was owned in Rock­ 
land, Me. 
Early in 
April, lK6lf we 
sailed out of Boston, carrying 250 tons 
of ice consigned to parties in Charles 
ton, H. C. 
Of course we had heard for 
several months m uttering, of impend­ 
ing trouble, and we knew that Maj. 
Anderson had 
transferred his com­ 
mand from th** shore fortifications to 
Fort 
Sumter and 
was holding 
for 
Uncle Sam, but I think not. a soul on 
board the Pennsylvania our schooner, 
realized the seriousness of the situa­ 
tion. 
1 know I felt no hesitation about 
making th*- trip. 
“ After rounding Cape Cod we ran 
down the coast without special de- 
Tay, so far as I can remember, and 
in about five days, 1 should say, we 
were off Charleeton, and headed for 
ih** channel leading to the city. 
“ Fort Sumter was being bombard­ 
ed. 
W e were four miles away but we 
could see the Hash of the guns in 
Moultrie and other shore fortifications. 
Over all hung a 
great 
volume of 
smoke. 
“ W h at did we do? 
W hy there was 
but one thing for the captain to do— 
drop the anchor, and await the out­ 
come. 
It would have been suicidal to 
have attempted to run the gauntlet 
off that heavy crossfire. 
Yes, we were 
held up all right, and so through the 
afternoon we swung at 
anchor and 
watched the battle, too far away to 
judge whether one side or tie* other 
was gaining an advantage. 
“ There was 
mighty little sleep 
on 
the Pennsylvania ilj.tt night, and when 
the 
morning 
broke 
every 
eye was 
strained harborwards to sec whether 
the old flag was still flying over Sum ­ 
ter. 
W e could not make it out, and 
our fears wc re realized w hen later a 
i 
rl >j" pilot board* d 
and told us 
Sumter had t a lien. 
“ Crider his guidance we worked our 
way up the channel past the now si­ 
lent forts of the city. 
There all was 
excitement. 
Nothing hut the victory 
gained by the South Carolina soldiers 


wms talked about, and a Yankee sailor 
was not enthusiastically welcomed 
T h a t port officers advised our cap­ 
tain to discharge his cargo without de- 
lav and get away while there was a

Before the time came to fin ish he 
g rew Impatien t an d wen t to work. He 
had four brothers workin g in ban ks, 
an d he wan ted to take up the same 
work. 
For some reason or other his 
father wan ted him to try some other 
vocation . 
The boy foun d his first duties with 
Edwin Hun t, a hardware man . 
Mr. Hamill said: “My first pay was 
n ot larg e, accordin g to 
our 
presen t 
scale of wag es. 
I g ot $300 the first 
y ear. 
I thoug ht 
that 
this 
w-as 
a 
prin cely salary , for I lived at home 
an d my wan ts were few. 
I worked 
there six y ears. 
I was such a lon ^- 
leg g ed fellow for my ag e that my em­ 
ploy er soon put me on the road. 
I 
liked the work, for it 
g ave 
me 
a 
chan ce to study people 
an d 
con di­ 
tion s. 
I later foun d this ex perien ce of 
g reat value. 
It taug ht me self-reli­ 
an ce. 
Refore that time I had n ever 
been away from home five n ig hts in 
my life.” 
By this time, throug h hard work 
an d econ omy , Mr. Hamill had accu­ 
mulated some mon ey an d started on 
the board of trade. 
He foun d this 
work ex ceedin g ly differen t, but the In ­ 
sig ht in to con dition s an d human n a­ 
ture g ain ed as clerk In 
a 
hardware 
store stood him in g ood stead. 
“I 
foun d this work stren uous,” said Mr. 
Hamill, “an d requirin g n erve. 
But T 
did plen ty of hard work an d worried 
as little as possible. 
I was 
on 
the 
board durin g the Harper an d Fair- 
ban k pan ics, but the train in g I had on 
the road taug ht me to keep my g rip.” 
At the en d of ten y ears Mr. Hamill 
was made hon orary vice-presiden t of 
the Corn Ex chan g e ban k. 
This was a 
differen t ex perien ce than his other po­ 
sition had g iven him. 
He was even 
more surprised when six ty day s later 
the presiden t of the ban k wen t to Eu­ 
rope an d he was offered his position . 
“I am con fiden t that 
if 
a 
man 
wishes to make g ood in a ban k or in 
an y other lin e of importan t work he 
must have a stron g an d self-relian t 
character,” said Mr. Hamill. “He must 
value truth an d In teg rity above all 
other thin g s. 
He must have a n atural 
taste for his work an d plen ty of com­ 
mon sen se. 
Common sen se is alway s 
above par an d Is a rarer quality than 
we thin k It is. 
It is n ot n ecessary to 
be a g en ius n or even brillian t. 
It Is 
better to be well roun ded in stead of 
bein g brililan t In spots. 
To be a suc­ 
cessful ban ker on e must be ration al, 
n ot easily ex cited, an d be able to 
read human n ature.” 
Mr. Hamill say s 
opportun ities 
to 
hold lucrative an d respon sible posi­ 
tion s In ban ks an d elsewhere are far 
better than when he started to work. 
He say s: “There Is plen ty of room on 
top, thoug h thin g s may be 
a 
little 
crowded below. 
Heads of ban ks are 
con tin ually on the lookout for capable 
an d self-relian t men ; there are often 
vacan cies of this kin d, but n ot the 
men for the place, 
“For capital alon e can n ot run an y 
busin ess. 
It takes brain s 
an d 
the 
combin ed thin kin g power of ten men 
better than on e man alon e. 
If there 
Is n o vacan cy hig her up In a ban jt In 
which a man Is workin g , he can al­ 
way s g et somethin g In a smaller ban k 
or In a larg e ban k In a smaller city . 
I am con fiden t that if a man loves his 
work an d Is determin ed to succeed he 
has splen did opportun ities In a ban k 
an d in a hun dred differen t callin g s."

It was on ly an acciden t that caused 
the con struction of the Judah, the 
first en g in e to cross the summit of the 
Sierra Nevada moun tain s.

It Is n ow the property 
of the Sierra Nevada Wood an d Lum­ 
ber compan y of Hobart Mills. Cal. 
On e of the most thrillin g in ciden ts 
of the Civil war was that in which j 
the old en g in e, the Tex as, play ed so j 
importan t a part.
